Tho  mild  weather  v:hich  prevailed  in  most  of  the  coiiatry  curing  Decarnher  vas  favorcab: 

for  crops  arid  livestock,  particula.rlj'-  for  citrus  fruits,  winter  vegetaliles 'in  tHe" 

South  and  livestock  on  pastures,  and  ran^^es.     It  also  permitted  completion  of  some 

delayed  harvesting  ^'d  favored  the  production  of  milk  and  eggs.    The  cold  vreather 

which  spread  over  large  areas  in  early  Jai^xiary  has  "been  less  favoraljle  for  livestock 

and  poultry  and  ho.s  prohahly  caused  at  least  local  damage  to  some  winter  crops  in 

the  South  and  Southwest,  "but  the  extent  of  the  damage  has  not  yet  oeen  determined. 

In  late  Decemher  xjrospects  for  winter  vegetables  vrere  outstandingly  favorable,  in- 
dicating that  production  might  be  20  percent  greater  than  it  was  last  v;inter,  and 
such  reports  as  have  been  received  do  not  indicate  that  losses  in  early  January 
have  been  serious.    Reports  from  the  citrus  areas  indicate  about  the  sane  productioi 
as  last  year  for  oranges,  ^^nd  a  somev/hat  smaller  crop  of  grapefruit.    She  Janur^ry  1 
reports  on  current  production  of  dairy  JTerds  sLovi  railk  jiroduction  per.covj  1  percent 
higher  than  on  the  same  date  la.st  year  p»nd  5  percent  higher  th^.n  on  the  date  in  any 
of  the  16  previous,  years  for  v/hich  records  are  ava.ilable.    Milk  production  was  par- 
ticularly 'heaver  from  Wisconsin  and  Indiana    eastward  thru  ITevr  York  and  Pennsylvania. 
Egg  production:  was  outstanding,  the  production  rejoorted  -gsr  100  hens  averaging  9 

■  percent  higher  than  on  the  ds.te  last  .year  and  42  percent  above  the  1931-40  average 
for  January 'l.''  •  ^  '  • 

Stocks  of  'feed  grains-  on  farms  are  probably,  the  largest  in  many  years  vjid.  are  par- 
ticularly Irarge  in  comparison  with  the-  smaller  reserves  us-aally  carried  prior  to 
,  ,  recent  droughts ';aiad  prior  to  the  present  loan  x^rogra^;:.     In  cocrparison  v;ith  holdings 
•.at  this  season  in- the  last  four  years  the  increase  is  about  proportional  to  the 

increase  in  the  units  of  livestock  and  poultry  to  be  fed.     Including  .grain  held  on 
.;  farms  uncer  seal  for  government  loans -and  rough.  allov;ances  for  probable  holdings 
-  of  barley  and  ;gr-ain  sorghums,  total  stocks  of  feed  grain  on  fanas  on  January  1 
appear  to  have  been  nearly  76  million  tens  v/hich  vrould  be  from  5  to  8  million  tons 
more  than  January  1  holdings  in  1941,  1940,  1939,  and  1933  and  even  more  above 
January  holdings  in  other  years  since  1921.    However,  allo^/ing  for  probable  in- 

■  creases  in  the  nujabers  of  hogs,  cattle,  sheep,  and  poult -ry  on  farms,  farm  stocks  of 

■  ^eed  grain  per  unit  of  livestock  on  hand,  appear  to  be  only  1  percent  larger  than  at 
this  time  last  year.    Furthermore,  present  indications  are  that  the  net  increase 

in  livestock  numbers  during  1942  will  be  even  greater  thoji  the  6  or  .7  percent  in- 
crease that  arjpears  to  have  occurred  during  1941. 

V/HEAT  STOCKS:-  Stocks  of  wheat  on  farms  January  1,  1942  were  373,820,000  bushels. 
-.  ■   .  '  This  is  the  largest- quantity  of  v/heat  in  storage  on  farms  of  record 

on  the  January  1  date,  and  is  93  million  bushels  larger  tlia-n  the  farm  stocks  of 
280,840,000  bushels  on  January  1  a  year  ago.    The  large!5t  previous  January  1  stocks 
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were  321,985,000  tushels  in  1932.    The  10-year  (1931-40)  average  is  220,670,000 
"bushels. 

The  quantity  of  v;heat  on  farms  January  1  this  year  represents  39.5  percent  of  the 
large  1941  production,  v;hereas  the  percentage  a  year  ago  was  34*6  percent*  The 
average  percentage  remaining  on  farms  January  1  is. 29#4  percent. 

The  large  farm  stocks  compared  v;ith  a  year  ago  occur  principally  in  the  Dakotas 
(mainly  North  Dakota)  and  Montana,  in  v/hich  States  the  Jan\iary  1  stocks  v/ere  70  mil- 
lion bushels  above  a  year  ago,  and  in  ^Kansas,  v/ith  stocks  of  22  million  bushels 
more  than  last  year.    The  ilorthv/e stern  States,  'w'ashington  and  Oregon,  report  heavy 
farm  stocks  totaling  nearly  6  million  bushels  larger  than  a  year  ago.     Stocks  on 
farms  v/ere  10  million  bushels  less  than  a  year  ago  in  Minnesota,  lov/a  and  Missouri 
v/here  the  acreage  and  production  of  viinter  v/heat  in  1941  v;as  greatly  reduced  by 
the  November  1940  storm  damage. 

The  disappearance  of  v;heat  from  farms  durin,:'  the  quarter  October  1,  1941  to 
January  1,  1942  v;as  114,491,000  bushels,  vhich  is  relatively  heavy  disappearance 
compared  \\rith  the  84,470,000  bushels  moved  from  farms  in  the  same  quarter  a  year 
ago.    The  movement  from  farms  in  the  quarter  just  ended,  hov/ever,  is  less  than 
the  10-year  (l931-40)  average  disappearance  of  116,841,000  bushels. 

CORIT  STOCKS;  Stocks  of  corn  on  farms  January  1,  1942  v;ere  2,012,138,000  bushels, 
the  hi:;;hest  January  1  stocks  in  the  16  years  of  record.  Stocks  on 
January  1,  1941  v;ere  1,837,512,000  bushels.  The  previous  high  v;as  the  January  1, 
1940  stocks  of  1,914,184,000  bushels.  The  10-year  (l931-40)  January  1  average  is 
1,448,939,000  bushels.  Farm  stocks  as  of  January  1  v;ere  equal  to  82.8  percent  of 
the  1941  production  of  corn  for  grain  as  compared  viith  stocks  of  83.2  percent  of 
the  1940  crop  on  January  1,  1941.    The  January  1  average  is  71.6  percent. 

In  the  Corn  Belt  v/here  large  amounts  of  the  1940  and  previous  corn  crops  v/ere 
carried  over,  stocks  continue  unusually  heavy.    This  is  especially  true  in  Iov;a, 
Minnesota,  and  ITebraska  vrhere  resealing  of  old  corn  on  government  loans  v/as  most 
extensive.     In  lov/a  for  the  third  time  in  succession  January  1  stocks  v/ere 
;i;reater  than  the  previous  year's  production  of  corn  for  grain.     In  ilorth  Dakota 
the  present  January  1  stocks  are  the  largest  on  record  for  that  date.    January  1 
stocks  in  ITebraska  and  Kansas  are  the  largest  since  the  corresponding  date  in 
1934. 

The  Janua;ry  1  carry-over  in  the  northeastern  States  is  slightly  larger  than  that 
of  last  year  but  in  the  eastern  and  southern  States  is  slightly  smaller  than  that 
of  a  year  ago,    January  1  stocks  of  corn  in  the  v/estern  States  taken  as  a  group 
are  the  second  largest  on  record. 

Disappearance  from  farms  during  the  past  quarter  (October  1-January  l)  v/as 
891,538,000  bushels*    Disappearance  during  the  corresponding  quarter  a  year  ago 
was  920,696,000  bushels.    The  10-year  average  disappearance  for  this  quarter 
is  794,076,000  bushels.  ■ 

OATS  STOCKS;      Parm  stocks  of  oats  on  January  1,  1942,  are  estimated  to  be 

749,417,000  bushels  or  63.7  percent  of  1941  production  and  are 
5.8  percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  v/hen  stocks  were  estimated  at 
795,448,000  bushels— 63.8  percent  of  1940  production.    The  10-year  average 
(1931-40)  of  January  1  stocks  is  621,268,000  bushels.    The  disappearance  of 
oats  from  farms  during  the  quarter,  October  1  to  January  1,  v;as  202,912,000 
bushels  compared  with  a  disappearance  of  235,863,000  bushels  during  the  same  quar- 
ter a  year  ago,  and  189,115,000  bushels,  the  10-year  average. 
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FLAlS-EEDt      The  acreage,  of  flaxseed  seeded  for  harvest  in  '  Calif  ornia  and  Arizona 

in  1942  is  estimated  at  216,000  acres,     Tiiis  is  5  percent  less  than 
the  227,000  acres  seeded  for  harvest  in  1941,  which .was  the  highest  acreage 
■attained  since  the  crop  'became  of  importance  in  those  States'.     2he  rapid  expansion 
of  the  flaxseed  acreage  in  this  area  is  shown  by.  ccmpari son  of  the  current  acre- 
age v/ith  acreages  sown  for  harvost  in  193S  and  1940,  xi^hich  v/ere  119,000  and 
153,000  acres*  respectively^ 

The  decrease  in  seedings-.  is  all  attrihi.itahle  to  California*  where  information 
from  flaxsebd:  growers'  and  crushers  indicates  seedings  of  200,000  acres  for  har- 
vest' in  1942  compared  vith  2155OOO,  acres  last  year.    -The  decrease  centers  in 
the  northern  portion  of  the  State,  where  harvested  yields  vrere  lov;  last  year,  A 
slightly  larger  acreage,  than  last  year  is  expected  in  the  southern  California 
and  Arizona  areas,  .  . 

Information  on  the  condition  of  the  crop  as-  of  J^inuajry  1  indicates  that  in  . 
California  seeding  is  practically  c.cmnletpd  under  favorable  conditions.  Very 
satisfactory  prospects  are  reported  in  Arizona* 

CITRUS  ?RUITS;      The  1941-42  United  States  crop  of  early  and  midseason  oranges. 

(mainly  f orJ.nsf:r.eting  from  Ofetoberr; rni-c^h  iVp.S'il)  is  istimatod 
at  40VV06T0Q0'-  'bO7:us, '  com7:)ared-'H'ith'-'3'fi ,  876rG00^-TDG5:.os  of  taesa  varietie's 'produced 

in  1940-41,  and  36,363,000  toxcs  in  1939-40.  . 
Growing  conditions  in  jDecemher  were  mostly  favorable  for  development  of  citrus 
fruits  in  nearly  all  areas.     In. California,  December  weather  was  quite  favorable 
except  for  a  few  cool  nights  late  in  the  month  v.-hen  hea.tors  were  fired  in 
scattered  locations.   -DuTing  the  first  few  days  of  January,  a  cold  wave  of . some- 
what more  severity  covered  some  California  citrus  areas »  and  use  of  orchard 
heaters  v/as  rather  general  in  many  locations.     Material  losses  are  not  indicated 
at  this  time,  although  definite  information  is  not  yet  availa.ble '  as  to  the  extent 
or  seriousness  of  these  low  temperatures*     In  central  California,  marketing  of 
j^avel  and  mi s.cellaneous  oranges    was  a,bout  tv'c-thirds  complete  by  the  end  of 
December  and  large  quantities  of  fruit  v;ere  under  cover  in  packing  houses  so  that 
a  relatively  small  portion  of  the  crop  in  that  area  remains  vuljierable  to  possiblf 
freezing  v/ea.ther*     Harvest  was  just  beginning  in  trie  southern  counties  by 
January  1,    Production  of  these  varieties  in  California  is  nov;  indicated  to  be 
20,008,000  boxes  for  1941-42^  compared  with  19,472,000  boxes  in  1940-41, 

Florida  citrus  trees  arc  in  good  condition,     Tho  early,  and  midseason  o-range  -  ' 
■crop  in  that  State  is  maturing  later  than  usual.     Moisture  supplies  are  abund'ant 
and  fruit  is  sizing  well,   though  dropping  is  fairly  heavy  in  some  groves, 
Indlca^ted  prodiiction  of  early  and  midseason  varieties  in  ]?lorida  (exclusive  of 
tangerines)  is  16, 800*000  boxes,  compared  with  15,900,000  boxes  last  season.  The 
Florida  ta,n^;eririe  crop  for  1941-42  is  placed  at  1,800,000  boxes,  compared  with  ' 
the  1940-41  crop  of  2,700,000  boxes.  ■  In  Texas,  growing  conditions  v/ere  favor- 
able during  December  and  citrus  trees  are  in  excellent  condition.     The  Texas 
orange  crop  is  now  placed  at  3,100,000  boxes  for '1941-42  compared  v/ith  2,750,000 
boxes  in  1940-41,. ■■  Arizona  orange  production  is  now  exi:)ccted  to  be  600,000  boxes. 
The  1940-41  crop  in  that'  State  v/as  500,000-  boxes.  ^'  , 

Total  gra-pei'ruit    production    for  the    19.41-.42.    .season  is    indicated    to  bo 
41,440,000  boxes.      Production  last  season  ( 1940-41)  was  45,033,000  boxes;  in 
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1939-40  the  crop  was  35,193,000  hox3s.     The  Flox^ida  grappfir.iit  crop  is  placr-i  rt 
21,400,000  iioxes,   compared  v;ith  24,600,000  "boxes  last  season  (l94-G-/:.l).  ?rGd\:.r- 
tion  of  seedless  varieties  in  Florida  is  e:5rpected  to  "be  a"bo-ut  5  percent  larger 
than  last  season,  "but  production  of  ether  varieties  is  indica.ted  to  "be  22  percent 
less  than  in  1940-41.    The  Texas  grapefruit  crop  is  estimated  st  I55IOO5OOO  ""oc-ces, 
compared  with  13,800,000  "boxes  produced  la.st  season. 

The  1941-42  Arizona  grapefruit  crop  is  estimated  at  3,000,000  "boxes.  Production 
in  1940-41  in  that  State  was  2,650,000  boxes.     Su"b-f reezing  weather  the  first  week 
in  January  in  the  Salt  River  Valley  of  Arizona  may  have  caused  so.ne  damage  to 
grapefruit  in  a  fev;  groves,  "bxit  it  is  too  early  for  accurate  apprais^-l  of  the 
effects  of  these  low  temperatures.     In  general,  however,  no  serious,  losses  are 
indicated.     Quality  of  the  Arizona  crop  is  unusually  good.    Production  of  grape- 
fruit in  California  for  the  1941-42  season  is  placed  at  1,940,000  "boxes,  compared 
with  last  year's  production  of  1,983,000  "boxes.    Production  in  the  Desert  'vsJ-leys 
is  now  placed  at  965,000  "boxes  compared  with  960,000  "boxes  produced  in  these  areas - 
last  season.    Production  in  "other"  areas  (the  summer  crop)  is  estiraated  at 
975,000  "boxes  this  season  coraiDared  with  1,023,000  "boxes  last  season. 

The  ^Florida  Valencia  orange  crop,  the  main  harvest  of  which  is  not  erriocbcd  to 
"begin  "before  March,  is  placed  at  12,700,000  "boxes  compared  v/ith  12,500,000  "boxes 
in  1940-41.    The  California  Valencia  crop,  which  will  not  sta.rt  to  move  in  volume 
until  a"bout  May  1,  is  indicated  to  "be  29,520,000  "boxes  compared  with  the  1940-41 
production  of  30,006,000  "boxes.    Production  of  California  lemons  for  the  1941-42 
^season  is  estimated -at  14,580,000  "boxes  compa,red  v;ith  last  season's  (l94Q-4l) 
record  production  of  17,099,000  "boxes  and  11,983,000  "boxes  produced  in  the  i::'39-40 
season.     The  Plorida  lime  crop  for  1941-42  is  estimated  at  120,000  "boxes,  com.pared 
with  80,000  "boxes  last  season,  and  95,000  boxes^  in  1939-40. 

MILK  PRODUCTION:     Milk  production  per  cow  in  the  United  Ste^tes  continued  at  a  very 

high  level  during  Decem"ber-  -and  at  t"ne  end  of  the  month  v/as 
nearly  10  percent  ahovs  average  for  the  da.te.     This  "brings  to  a  close  the  year 
1941  in  v;hich  production  per  cow  on  the  first  of  each  m.onth  has  ranged  from  7  to 
12  percent  ahove  the  1930-39  average  for  the  corresponding  date  pzii  in  which 
every  month  except  July  has  started  out  at  a  higher  level  of  production  than  in 
1940. 

The  increase  in  production  per  cov;  dtiring  Decem"ber  v;as  a"bout  as  small  r-3  has  ever 
been  recorded. for  the  month,  partially  "because  storms  and  cold  \'/eath.er  m  VJestern 
and  some  Central  sections  toward  the  close  of  Decem"ber  contrasted  sharp! with 
the  unusually  mild  weather  that  supported  heavy  production  earlier  in  t"ie  month. 
However,  on  January  1  milk  production  per  cov/  in  herds  kept  "by  crop  correspondents 
averaged  more,  than '1  percent  above  that  a  year  earlier,  and  v/ith  prob.ably  3  per- 
f^-ent  more  milk  cov;s  on  farms,  total  milk  production  appears  to  hnva  been  4  or  5 
percent  above  that  on  the  same  date  last  year.     On  a  per  capita  basis  this  v/as 
nearly  4  percent  higher  than  on  any  previous  Januar;";-  1  in  the  IS-j'ear  period  for 
whic"n  data  have  been  collected. 

-n  the  important  dairy  belt,  extending  from  Minnesota  .and  lov.'a  eastv;ard  to  New 
2^-t'gla,nd,  every  State  showed  record  or  neax-reccrd  production,  per  cow.     In  this 
commercial  area,  good  milk  cows  appear  to  be.  responding  generously  to  liber.al 
feeding  and  in  most  of  the  States  severe  weather  did  not  come  till  after  the  turn 
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of  the  year.  Tlie  recent  cold  wave  may  have  had  ad:veyg-Q  effects  on  milk  production 
nit  shown  \>y  first  of  the  month  repcf'ts,  althou^  for  tite  most  part  dairy  herds  in 
that  area  are  well  sheltered  against  storms  which  are  usual  at -this  seasori. 

Record  hi^  production  per  cow  vsas  also  reported  from  scattered  o-ther  States, 
including  Ncrth  Dakota,  Montana,  and  Colorado*    On  the  other  hand,  "bfelfrw  average 
production  per  cow  was  reported  from  a  gnsiup  of  South  Central  States  extending 
.from  Mississippi  westward  to  include  Oklahoma'and  Texas.    In  these  States  and  some 
others  -pfoere  considerahle  num3>€rs  of  du.al-3jur^se~type  cows  are  commcnly  milkred, 
farmers  appear  to  have  "been  expanding  their  milking  h-erds  l3y  milking  more  cows  of 
lower  inherent  milk  producing  ahility  and  those  i!\4iich  are  nonnally  sucked  hy  cal^V&S* 

As  compared  with  January  1,  1941,  production  per  cow  was  up  most  sharply  in  the' 
North  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  States.,    Moderate  increases  were  alsn  ap- 
parent in  the  South  Atlantic  and  TTestern  groups.    In  the'  Scnith  Central  Stated 
production  per  cow  averaged  ahout  the  same  as  that  of  a  year  ago.    In  the  West 
North  Central  States  somewhat  lower  production  per  cow  was  in  evidence  "but  not 
enou^  to  offset  the  increase  in  numher  of  mill'C  cows  on  farms  in  that  area  daring 
tlie  past  year. 

Tor  the  country  as  a  whole  milk  production  per  cow  in  herds  kept  "by  crop  ^ 
correspondents  averaged  12.05  pounds  on  January  1,  the  highest  for 'the  date  in 
'18  years  for  which  records  are  availahle.    In  these  herds  67,0  percent  of  the 
milk  cows  were  reported  in  production,  someviiat  less  than  on  the  sdme  date  in 
any  of  the  past  5  years,  hut  higher  than  reported  for  January  1  in 'all  hut  one 
-of  the  years  from  1925  through  1936.  ,  ■ 

■EGG  PROnJCTlON:    The_  rate  of  egg  production  shown  hy  sample  farm  flocks  on  ■   ■  - 
January  1  averaged  28.9  eggs  per  100  layers,  and  is  the  hi^est 
January  ra'te  of  record.    This  year  is  the  sixth  in  succession  that  a  new  Jantiary  1 
record  has  "been  established.    Production  per  100  layers  was  9  percent  aboYH  a 
year  ago  and  42  percent  ahcve  the  lO-jrear  (19 31-40 )  average.    The  increase  in 
the  January  1  rate  of  lay  since  19-35  has  heen  71  percent  or  an  average  of  10,  pei«-. 
cent  a  year.  ' '  '  .  , 

Ihe  rate  of  lay  reached*  ■  new  hi^.  records  for  January  1  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  except  the  more  extensively  commercialized  States  in  the  North  Atlantic 
pnd  Western  areas,  viaore  it  was  ;exceed6d^>)nly  "by  the  record  hi ^is  of  1941  and 
1940  respectively.    Compared  with  a  year  ago,  increases  were  20  percent  in  the 
test  North  Central,  8  percent  in  the  South  Central  and  Western,  and  7  percent  in 
the  East  North  Central  States.    There  was  practically  no  change  in  the  North 
Atlantic  and  South  Atlantic  areas. 

The  10-year  January  1  average  rate  of  lay  was  exceeded,  in  all  parts  of  the 
country.    The  largest  increase  amounted  to  61  percent  in  the  West  North  Central 
States,  and  the  smallest,  22  percent  in  the' Western  States.
